Resenrches In Paris Supposed to Have
Located Hesting Place of Amer=-
lean Commodore,

LONDON, Nov. 11L.—(New York World
Cablegram—=S8pecial Telsgram,)—Some tim:
age the State department at Washington
seng to the Parls embasay a request to ascer-
tain the location of the grave of John P'nul
Jones, falling, however, Lo Inform Ambas-
sador Porter of the purpose in view. The
ambassador's and anttaches' efforts resulted
only in the discovery that the obituary reg-
fsters of 1702 were burnt during the com-
mune and that therefore there wuas seem-
Ingly no trace left. Nevertheless Henry
Vignaud, firat attache, asked a learncd com-
miesion which has charge of preserving his-
tarical Parls against vandalism to assist in
the research, After several monthe the com-
migaion _q_ec!g;a_dr_l; Lmr-nul,blalto digsnover
whera Jones' remalins had been interred,

Lieutenant Sims, the naval attache then
suggeated calllng in Albert De Ricaudy, a
very learned archacologist who is recognized
as possessing more historieal knowledge
nbout Puris &ites than anybody. It was
Ricaudy who finally unearthed Turgol's re-
malns when all French suthorities failed
Now the old archseologist has written an
open letter to Ambassador Porter giving the
exunct location of Jonex" grave and a complote
history of the researches In which the dis-
covery resulted,

The document is tpo lengthy and too dry
oxeept to gpeciallsts for correspondents to
send; sufficlent to eny Ricaudy glves full
preof that Commodore Jones, who dled July
18, 1792, was buried July 20 at 8 p. m., in the
presence  of a brilllapt  assemblage. The
original rogister wherein a descriptive entry
of the ceremony was made was destroyed, It
Is feared, but Ritaudy found a copy of it
made In 1803 by Charlea Reade, who had
been Intercsted In reading It.

The interment wos made in a small
cemetery for  P'rotestants, this  being
flled in ani closed within rix

months after Jones' burinl. As the French
alwanys bury thelr dead according to a cer-
taln traditional order of position, Ricaudy
thinks he can almosy put his finger on the
preciso spot,

Incidentally the letter shows that all
blographers are wrong when they state that
was  huried In the famous DPere
La Chaise yard.

The 1ttle Protestunt cemetery where the
Ameriean commodore wos Interred was In a
cheap nart of the olty near the station of
the Northern rallroad between St, Louls hos-
pital and 8t. Martin’'s canal. The lo: wna
gold at tha end of 1792 o a man named
Philipeau and later served ns o pasture depot
for cartage material, Fipally It was built
over and now several sirects cross the fornmer
cemetery, Jones' grave is in an angle of the
Rue des Ecluses 8t. Martin and Rue Grange
aux Belles. The spot 18 covered with cheap,
rulnous structures, mostly one-story: also a
garden, and the whole could be bought tol-
erably cheap,

Czar and Kaiser Dirones Phenomenal Growth
of American Infinenoce.

VISIT OF RUSSIA'S RULER TO

BERLIN, Nov. 11.—The long-expected
agreement on the Samoean question and the
viglt nf the czar were two events which
hrought joy to the hearts of the Germans,
tor they were both construed as favorable
to the empire and government, and the press
did everything to assure the czar a hearty
weleome.

The correspondent of the Associnted Press
learns from eye-wlinosses that the emperor
and empress accorded a most hearty wel-
come Lo their visitors, which was heartily
reclprocated.

The press dwelt on the fact that the czar
and the emperor were always exerting them-
gelves for peace, and that the presence of
the ozar at Potedam, en the eve of the em-
peror's departure for Egypt, at a4 moment
when Germany had entered into o friendly
understanding with England regarding her
colonlal policy, wos tantamount to an addi-
tionul guarantee of peace,

After the czar's departure the press In-
dulged In the wildest guesses as to what
the monarchs might have agreed upon,
egpocially duting the ten minutes' talk while
in the mausoleum of Emperor Frederick.
The eolemn stiliness was only it by two
tall altar tapers in the nelghboring chapel.
Some papers went to the length of reporting
the exnct words of the monarchs during
these ten minutes. The correspondent of
the Associdted Press learns from an ex-
cellent source that after a sllent prayer
at the tomb of Bmperor Frederick, they as
silently shook hands and left the mau-
soleum,

At dinner, where Count Muravieff and
Prince Hohenlohe were present, an exchange
of views on the political situntion was ex-
changed, No speeified agreement wns en-
tered into, but ldentity of oplnlon was found
to exist regarding the present and future
polley in South Africa, the Balkans, Greees
and elgewhere.

The correspondent algo learns that the
czar and Emperor Whllam formally dis-
coursed during the day on a number of
subjects likely to occupy Germany and Rus-
sla In the near future, Thcluding the re-
newnl of the commercinl treaty. The mon-
archs separated sure of each other's pacific
and frlendly intentlon. The correspondent
is Informed on good authority the visit or
the czar mokes for good, He left with the
conviction that Germany and Russip may
remain good friends, even if Germany I8
lmproving her relations with Great Britaln,

Insurgent Dispatehes Captured.

“MANILA, Nov. 11.—A number of official
dispatches were captured yesterday by Gen-
eral Young's troops In the north and for-
warded by Lawton.last night. They indi-
ente directed abandonment by enemy of
country In viclnity of Cabanatuan and San
Jese and hurrled movementa by way of Tay-
ing over mountalns to Bayvonbonay, thence
on to Aplrra. Among the dispatches the
following appears:

“TARLAC, Nov, §.—0tls dld net accept
propeeition today; enemy attacked our out-
posts because Otls promised MceKinley to
take Tariac today; think they cannoct break
through, Take care of prisoners, as therein
e our great hopes, especially (for) our
wives. Thero I8 no such miscrult (?) elther
by the government or by Miong. Spanlsh
commisasioners tried to decelve us, deallng
with us as Insurgents; our government sent
them away and they withdrew displeased.
Quadruple alllance between  Germany,
France, Russin and Spaln Is a fact. Belore

Miiner Instantly repudiated Greene's
actlon and rebuked him for continving in-
formal negotintions, which, he said, could
only lead to compromlsing entanglements.

Evidence of this Is In the hands of Presi-
dent Kruger, who even under tremendous
provocation to publish it has withheld it
because he and his colleagues are satisfied
that Greens acted honestly throughout the
negotiations and that If he had been a [ree
agent the war would have been prevented,
Besldes, the agreement of course was con-
ditional upon the acceptance by the high
commlssloner and in such cases it I8 cue-
tomary where a stipulation of mutual se-
crecy is made, to keep the communiecatinns
strictly confidential, Mr. Greene's dispatches,
as published even in mutilated form, afford
evidence that he wos actuated throughout by
a desire to secure pence.

Greene's Stntement.

His only statement to the press since his
arrival here, which was treated as a mere
perfunctory declaration, assumes @& very
gerlous import in view of the unimpeach-
able Information now given, He sald:

“I worked for peace up to the hour I left
Pretoria and parted with Presldent Kruger
on cordlal {enms."

Twenty-Bix Mon Badly Hurt on the Omaha
& Fort Dodge Road.

TWO OF THE VICTIMS CANNOT RECOVER

Gravel and Work Trains Come Together
with Disastrous Results,

| wreek on the Fort Dodge & Omaha rall-
| road nine miles north of Denison this after-
fnoon, A gravel train running oextra and o
work truin containing 150 men came to-
gether around a sharp curve at a deep cut
it the road.

The men were just coming out from dinner
and were erowded Into box cars llke sheep,
with no chance for escape when the two
tralns colllded without any warnlng what-
over,

The gravel ftrailn had clear onders to
Arion, seven miles southwest of Denlson,
and was going about twenty miles per hour.
The work traln was proceeding without or-
ders,

The erash eamo without warning, the en-
gine of the gravel traln crashing through the
box cars filled with their humap freight and
tearing them to eplinters,

Thoe roof of the hox car first struck was
torn off and most of those who escaped madae
thelr way through this opening.

The scene was indescribable, the steam es-
caping from the wrecked engine, gcalding the
wounded men as they endeavored Lo escape
from the eplintered ruilns. Some men with
broken limbs ran to the right of way fence
and then fell fainting.

Relief Measures,

As soon as word reached Sullivan, chief
of the Engineering corps, prompt measures
were taken for rellef. The injured were
brought to Denison on a speclal train and
a long line of teams brought them fo the
hotels and private residences, where they
aro being cared for.

The women of the city generously came
to the ald of the sufferers and half the phy-
uflnim’ of the county are in attendance under
the ‘airection of Surgeon H. A. Boyle.

Roadmaster Gillease, who was among the
injured, was flaken on a gpeclal englone to
his home at Cherokee.

Two of the Injured, Ed Mickey and Dan
O'Brien, are not expected to live through
the night and several others are not ex-
pected to live.

McHenzle was conductor of the work traln
with engine 115. As this traln was backing
up the engine was intact, Sprague was con-
ductor of the gravel train, with engine No.
